Utah  State  University  basket- 
ball center  Darnel  Haney  will 
be  in  the  lineup  Saturday  when 
the  Aggies  meet  BYU  in  their 
final  Skyline  conference  game. 

THE  ANNOUNCEMENT  was 
made  Thursday  by  USU  Pres- 
ident Daryl  Chase  who  rescind- 
ed an  earlier  decision  which  dis- 
ciplined Haney  for  his  part  in  a 
fight  following  the  BYU-Aggie 
game  last  year. 

The  disciplinary  action  also 
effected  BYU  guard  Bob  Wilson 
who  sat  out  the  first  BYU-USU 
game  in  Logan  this  year.  USU 
now  is  tied  with  the  University 
of  Utah  for  second  position  with 
a 6-1  rcord  while  BYU  follows 
with  a 4-3  mark. 

THE  SATURDAY  game  will 
be  the  last  one  for  the  two 
teams  In  the  Mountain  States 
(Skyline)  Athletic  Conference 
which  dies  in  June.  BYU  has  a 
90-56  edge  over  the  Aggies  in 
a series  which  began  in  1905. 

BYU  President  Ernest  L.  Wil- 
kinson nad  no  comment  on  the 
matter  Thursday  but  said  that 
a news  release  from  President 
Chase  was  adequate. 

President  Chase’s  announce- 
ment is  included  below;

U.  N.  demands  entrance 

ELISABETHVILLE  (UPD  — 
The  United  Nations  will  take 
actioh  on  its  own  initiative  if 
Katanga  officials  refuse  permis- 
sion for  entry  into  four  key 
provincial  towns,  an  informed 
U.N.  source  said  today. 

Katanga  Interior  Minister 
Godefroid  Munongo  said  yester- 
day Sture  Linner,  U.N.  Civilian 
Chief  in  the  Congo,  had  given 
President  Moise  Tshombe  an  ul- 
timate demanding  permission 
for  U.N.  troops  to  enter  the 
towns  “as  soon  as  possible.” 

The  U.N.  source  denied  that 
Linner  had  issued  an  ultimatum. 
“It  was  purely  a matter  of  de- 
manding our  right  to  freedom 
of  movement,”  he  said. 

Asked  what  the  United  Na-  • 
tions  intended  to  do  if  the  de-

This  generous  in- 
vitation from  President  Wilkin- 
son causes  us  to  rescind  the  ac- 
tion taken  by  Utah  State  offic- 
ials which  would  have  kept 
Hanety  from  participating  Sat- 
urday. 

“As  recently  reported  by  me 
(President  Chase)  to  Student 
Life  (USU  campus  newspaper), 
the  decision  to  bar  Haney  from 
the  Provo  game  this  season  was 
not  made  at  the  request  of  Brig- 
ham Young  University. 

“Last  year  in  Logan  immed- 
iately following  the  BYU-USU 
game,  Haney  struck  a BYU 
player  on  the  basketball  court. 
At  no  time  has  Brigham  Young 
University  suggested  that  Han- 
ey or  any  other  player  should 
not  play  on  its  floor.  Neither 
was  the  decision  to  discipline 
Mr.  Haney.  His  record  this  sea- 
son has  been  most  commend- 
able. Rather  the  decision  was 
arrived  at  on  the  Logan  cam- 
pus in  the  best  interests  of  in- 
tercollegiate sportsmanship.

Indifferent  students  at  Y 


deserve  puppet  leaders 


It  has  become  apparent  that  the  majority  of  students 
at  BYU  are  apathetic  and  indifferent  toward  their  govern- 
ment. 


We  say  it  is  apparent  because  the  recent  furor  over  the 
Senate  has  failed  to  draw  much  comment  from  anyone  out- 
side of  student  government  circles. 


ONE  STUDENT  did,  however,  stir  from  his  indiffer- 
ence long  enough  to  write  a letter  to  the  editor  which  ap- 
peared in  the  paper  Thursday.  We  quote  it  here  again: 
“Isn’t  it  about  time  to  halt  the  use  of  the  pages  of  the 
Universe  for  a lot  of  petty  bickering  betw'een  student  lead-, 
ers?  A quiet  conference  among  themselves  will  bring  more 
of  an  understanding  than  hundreds  of  open  letters.” 


FROM  OUR  OBSERVATIONS,  the  writer  portrays  an 
attitude  which  seems  to  be  typical  among  many  students.  It 
is  an  attitude  of  “don’t  bother  Us  with  your  silly,  ‘let’s  pre- 
tend’ government  games.” 

If  this  is  the  way  the  studentbody  wants  it,  we  see 
no  reason  why  tlie  Senate  should  be  brought  to  task  for  its 
v/heeling  and  dealing. 

It  can  confer  quietly  with  other  members  of  student 
government,  apportion  a few  more  tickets  to  these  other 
officials  and  come  to  “more  of  an  understanding  than  hun- 
dreds of  open  letters”  will  ever  produce. 

A STUDENTBODY  which  has  the  “I  couldn’t  care  less” 
attitude  which  apparently  prevails  at  this  school  deserves  to 
be  taken  for  a ride  and  have  its  funds  and  ticket  privileges 
misused. 

It  is  because  of  such  an  attitude  among  many  peoples 
of  the  world  today  that  goveramehts  become  corrupt  and 
destroy  the  basic  freedoms  of  the  masses.  The  masses 
v/ould  rather  not  be  bothered  with  “petty  bickering,”  so 
therefore  government  officials  confer  among  themselves 
and  the  people  are  led  blindly  into  captivity. 

SOME  STUDENTS  at  BYU  seem  to  be  indifferent  be- 
cause they  feel  their  government  is  a puppet  organization 
Controlled  by  the  administration. 

If  it  is  a puppet  government,  it  certainly  will  never 
change  until  the  majority  of  the  students  get  behind  it  and 
make  their -wishes  known. 

A group  of  more  than  11,000  persons  can  exert  a power- 
ful influence  to  correct  kny  ills  they  feel  exist,  but  until 
that  group  becomes  mature  enough  to  function  as  a w^hole 
and  back  up  the  officials  it  elects,  it  deserves  to  be  led' 
around  by  the  hand. 


It  has  been  an  observation  of 
mine  that  the  studentbody  of 
BYU  is  superior , to  other  uni- 
versities, but  there  are  two 
items  that  I would  desire  to  call 
to  their  attention. 

The  first  is  the  beharior  dur- 
ing dances  when  the  floor  show 
is  called.  There  is  an  immediate 
rush  to  the'" band  stand,  and  a 
small,  tightly  knit  semicircle  is 
formed.  This  move  on  the  part 
of  the  students  reminds  me  of 
a herd  of  buffaloes. 

IT  WOULD  seem  to  me  that 
it  would  be  better  if  the  stu- 
dents would  drop  all  the  way 
back  to  the  wall  to  form  a lar- 
ger circle  to  enable  more  people 
to  see  the  flodr  show.  The  per- 
son who  should  make  the  sug- 
gestion . at  each  dance  hall,  is 
the  master  of  ceremonies  or  the 
band  leader. 

If  the  students  fail  to  comply, 
then  perhaps  the  floor  show 
could  be  dispensed  with. 

THE  SECOND  item  is  that  of 
booing  during  basketball  games. 
I have  noticed  that  often  times 
the  booing  takes  place  when 
the  official  makes  a perfectly 
correct  interpretation  of  the 
rules.

Newspaper  price 
continues  to  rise 

NEW  YORK  (UPI)  — The 
trend  to  a 10-cent  daily  news- 
paper continued  last  year,  the 
American  Newspaper  Publish- 
ers Association  said  Thursday. 

A survey  of  English  language 
papers  in  United  States,  Can- 
ada and  Puerto  Rico  showed  the 
414  newspapers  are  selling  for 
10-cents — and  increase  of  130 
over  the  1960  figure  of  284. 

Of  1,664  daily  newspapers  re- 
porting to  the  association,  360 
listed  circulation  increases  in 
one  or  form  categories.  In  1960, 
_342  increased  prices. 

Of  all  daily  newspapers,  55 
per  cent  sell  for  7 cents,  8 and 
10  cents,  reflecting  an  upward 
trend  from  1960  when  50  per 
cent  of  the  papers  sold  for  5 and 
6 cents  a copy. 

The  ANPA  said  of  the  papers 
reporting  price  increases,  91 
said  no  circulation  was  lost 
while  74  announced  gams.

Many  changes  planned 
for  Aggie-BYU  battle 


You  can’t  tell  the  players 
without  a program,  and  this 
may  be  especially  true  Satur- 
day night  at  the  BYU-Utah 
State  basketball  game. 

SO  MANY  changes  are  con- 
templated in  the  starting  lineups 
of  both  teams  that  fans  may 
have  trouble  recognizing  play- 
ers. And  it  may  well  be  that 
the  winner  of  this  crucial  game 
will  be  the  team  with  the  best 
reserve  strength. 

Reports  from  Logan  this 
week  indicate  the  Ags’  All-Am- 
erica ace,  forward  Cornell 
Green,  has  a bone  fracture  in 
his  left  hand.  While  this  is  ex- 
pected to  take  something  from 
Green’s  game,  it’s  likely  he 
will  see  some  action  Saturday 
night. 

WITH  GREEN  on  the  ailing 
list,  and  center  Darnel  Haney 
still  a doubtful  starter,  the  Ag- 
gies will  have  to  turn  to  some 
of  the  lesser  known  reserves  for 
starters.  Just  who  will  fit  into 
the  key  positions  left  vacant 
may  be  an  important  part  of 
the  strategy  being  mapped  by 
USU’s  LaDell  Anderson. 

In  Provo  the  personnel  situa- 
tion Is  just  as  pu^^ling.  Coach 
Stan  Watts,  too,  faces  an  hour 
of  decision  on  a starting  five. 
But  it  appears  Watts  has  a 
longer  list  of  possible  starters 
to  choose  from  than  doe's  An- 
derson. 

AFTER  LAST  week’s  game 
with  Denver  there  seemed  to  be 
little  question  about  the  five 
best  BYU  players  on  the  floor. 
Against  the  Pioneers  a revised 
lineup  consisting  of  Bruce  Bur- 
ton, Jim  Kelson,  Bill  Blumen- 
thal.  Gene  Kunz  and  Bob  Wil- 
son accounted  for  a combined 
total  of  94  points,  roughly  19 
points  each. 

This  display  of  offensive 
might  Was  welcome,  indeed. 
And  many  fans  heaved  a sigh  of 
relief  and  confided  to  one  an- 
other that  Coach  Watts  had 


finally  found  a solid  group  of 
regulars. 

BUT  THE  following  night 
the  same  unit  was  loose  and  In- 
effective. At  halftime  against 
the  Lobos,  BYU  trailed  by  eight 
points,  and  it  wasn’t  until  the 
Cougars  inserted  the  regular 
“regulars”  that  they  were  able 
to  come  from  behind  and  pull 
the  game  out  of  the  fire  with 
Ron  Steinke’s  jump  shot  with 
four  seconds  left  in  the  game. 

Depending  on  how  you  look 
at  it,  this  is  a favorable  or  un- 
favorable situation.  It  may  be 
that  it  is  an  advantage  to  have 
four  guards  (Wilson,  Kunz, 
Steinke  and  Batchelor)  with 
about  equal  talent.  The  same 
could  be  said  at  forward,  where 
Skousen,  Blumenthal  and  Kel- 
son are  bunched  pretty  much 
together.  Another  forward, 
John  Alstrom,  isn’t  too  far  be- 
hind. 

THE  CENTER  spot,  where 
junior  Bruce  Burton  has  .nailed 
dqwn  that  position,  but  good, 
is  the  only  one  where  the  Cou- 
gars are  missing  bench  strength. 

Watts  may  delay  his  decision 
on  a starting  team  until  the 
Cougars  finish  Friday’s  work- 
out. He  may  even  wait  until 
just  before  the  game  Saturday 
.night  to  select  his  best  five.

The  uniting  of  Eui'opean 
countries  in  an  economic  pact 
such  as  the  European  Common 
Market  is  a crucial  point  in 
woi’id  history,  said  Richard  B. 
Wirthlin,  associate  professor  of 
economics  at  BYU. 

“The  re-emergence  of  the  old 
powers  of  Europe  as  economic 
giants  can  be  compared  with  the 
period  in  history  when  the  Un- 
ited States  emerged  as  an  econ- 
omic power,”  Dr.  Wirthlin  sta- 
ted. 

Early  in  1958  Belgium, 
Fx'ance,  West  Germany,  Italy, 
Luxembourg  and  the  Nether- 
lands joined  in  an  European 
Economic  Community  better 
known  as  the  Common  Market. 

THE  IDEA  of  a united  Eu- 
roi>e  is  not  new.  Sir  Winston 
Churchill  made  the  suggestion 
in  1946  that  France  and  Ger- 
many should  unite  economic- 

s*iy. 

In  1948  the  United  States 
gave  $40  billion  towards  the 
Mar.shall  Plan  to  help  Western 
Europe  recover  from  World 
War  II.  Dr.  Wirthlin  stated 
that  this  is  one  area  where  Am- 
erican foreign  aid  has  possibly 
been  helpful. 

The  European  Coal  and  Steel 
Community  established  to  fac- 
ilitate trade  between  West  Ger- 
many and  France  represented 
the  final  step  towards  the  Com- 
mon Market  which  was  organ- 
ized by  the  Treaty  of  Rome, 
March  25.  1957.  ' - 

THE  COMMON  Market  aims 
to  eliminate  trade  barriers  am- 
ong the  six  member  nations  and 
ultimately  to  integrate  their 
economies.  Alread^^  tariffs  be- 
tween the  countries  have  been 
lowered  20  per  cent* 


It  aims  at  free  trade  within 
the  largest  possible  area,  which 
will  enable  industries  to  cut 
costs  and  labor  to  specialize. 

HE  STATED  that  Americans 
can  see  three  elements  in  the 
Common  Market. 

First,  the  economic  unity  of 
Europe  has  produced  a large 
market  and  the  materials  of 
production  flow  easily  between 
nations. 

SECOND,  the  economic  unity 
has  generated  a high  degree  of 
political  unity. 

Third,  belief  that  a free  com- 
petitive market  provides  the 
best  and  most  efficient  means 
to  produce  and  distribute  the 
goods  and  services  society  de- 
sires. 

TO  INDICATE  how  the  econ- 
omic unity  of  these  countries 
compares  with  the  United 
States  he  said  the  Common 
Market’s  gross  national  product 
doubles  America’s. 

The  effect  of  the  Common 
Market  on  America  may  be 
great  the  professor  said.  Amer- 
ican businessmen  speculating  in 
the  economic  stability  of  the 
market  have  invested  over  $50 
billion  in  Europe  through  1960. 

HE  POINTED  out  that  if 
Western  Europe  continues  to 
reduce  tariffs  between  the 
members  of  the  Common  Mar- 
ket. America  will  lose  one-fifth 
of  its  current  exports  to  Eu- 
rope. In  1960  America  lost  one 
billion  dollars  in  exports  to  Eu- 
rope. 

'The  Common  Market  coun- 
tries which  lower  tariffs  be- 
tween themselves,  raise  tariffs 
on  outside  countries  unless  they 
agree  to  lower  their  own  tariff 
barriers. 

The  most  severely  hit  indus- 
try in  United  States  will  be  ag-

riculture, 
said. 

SINCE  30  per  cent  of  Amer- 
ica’s agricultural  products  are 
exported  to  Europe,  a high  tar- 
iff wall  would  hurt  America,  he 
explained. 

In  recent  days,  however.  Pres- 
ident Kennedy  announced  that 
the  United  States  has  lowered 
tariffs  on  certain  goods  by  20 
per  cent. 

THE  ECONOMICS  professor 
explained  that  even  though 
some  American  industries  would 
be  hurt,  living  conditions  in 
America  and  Western  Europe 
would  be  improved  by  the  Com- 
mon Market. 

“We  have  much  more  to  gain 
than  to  lose,  with  a market  the 
same  size  as  that  of  the  United 
States  that  produces  goods  we 
need,”  he  said. 

“By  keeping  Europe  strong 
economically  we  will  be  able  to 
fight  Communism  better.  If  Eu- 
rope produces  under  the  plan 
of  the  Common  Market,  under- 
developed countries  will  look 
twice  at  Communism,”  he  con- 
tinued. 

SOCIALISM  is  not  as  strong 
in  Europe  as  it  once  was  be- 
cause of  the  Common  Market
